Thrnughoui  ihcicmaicr.ihercwere 
a number  of  day  tnpa,  including  iwo 
weckcodtnps.  These  included  a tnp  to 
ihc  capital  of  Thailand,  an  overnight  raft 
trtp.  and  a weekend  tuy  tn  a nonheast 
village  The  Mudenu  abo  traveled  dur- 
ing their  to  day  mid-iefnesicr  break, 
ittuilly  to  Singapore. 

The  Kmesicrcntb  in  the  beginning 
of  October,  leaving  the  last  month  for 
travel.  The  group  flnt  traveled  to  Chang 
Mui.  the  second  mapr  city  outside  of 
Bangkok.  There  they  spent  four  rughts, 
suying  in  the  homes  of  hill  inbc  people. 
The  group  hiked  extensively , traveling 
by  elephant  and  bamboo  as  well, 
reported  N&sh. 

The  students  then  stopped  in 
Bangkok  for  a day,  before  heading  south 
10  Kosimui  for  five  days.  During  ihu 
time,  four  students  went  lo  Bali  on  their 
own  During  the  following  week  of 
independent  travel,  the  students  were 


free  to  go  where  they  chose. 

After  reluming  to  Bangkok,  the 
group  spent  1 2 days  in  Hong  Kong,  and 
had  an  opportunity  lo  sec  China. 

The  students  spent  their  Isi  three 
days  in  Hong  Kong  on  an  island  reflect- 
ing  on  their  experiences  and  offenng 
cntKism  of  the  program.  They  also 
discussed  adjustment  changes,  such  us 
being  able  to  dnnk  legally  in  Thailaod, 
ihat  might  rTuikcre<niry  intoihc  United 
Slates  difliculi. 

FV.  Nash  said.  ~Thc  students  have 
growm  so  much.  They  gained  a scase  of 
independence.  I Hunk  every  student 
misses  Thailand." 

The  coal  of  the  Bangkok  program 
includes  one  semester  of  tuition,  one 
semester  of  housing  and  $400  for 
mcals.tncluding  all  expenses  except  in- 
dependeni  travel  and  weekend  meals. 
This  program  actually  costs  less  than  the 
pnee  to  go  to  Loyolu  fora  scmcsicr,  said 
Fr.  Nash. 

According  to  former  participants. 
$2500spcnding  money  is  enough  to  live 
absoluiclycomfortably.butonecaniravcl 
w«llwithSlS00.  Ft.  Nash  agreed,  point- 
ing out  that  “a  complete  dinner  in

What  better 
way  to  say  "ihank-you~  than  to  "create 
smiles  on  children's  faces"  in  his  honor, 
said  Magee. 

In  the  Ubi  issue  of  fhe  (irryhound. 
Father  Sellinger  wsa  quoted  as  saying, 
' In  general.  studeaiB  today  ore  more  open 
minded  and  amcerned  about  the  world 
outside  of  Maryland  than  20  yean 
ago  ..They  nosv  think  about  others  and 
learn  about  others  as  well  ' Operation 
Smile  Imemailonal  "challenges  the 
Loyotaomanunit  y"  to  prove  Fr.  linger 
corrccL 

Magee  Jr.,  said  that  since  Fr. 
Sellinger  has  been  afllicied  with  cancer, 
"he  ha*  found  more  smiles  than  sad- 
nos."  Magee  quotes  Reverend  Pedro 
Arrupe,  S J..  former  Superior  General  of 
the  Society  of  Jests.  '.Man  gifted  with 
conacKace.  intelligence,  and  power  is 
indeed  a center.^Ied  to  go  out  of  him- 
self for  others.'  Magee  a*  well  » the 
oUien  believe  that  ft.  Scllinger's  life  has 
been  an  example  of  'true  humamianan 
pteiud."

In  a countryside  blessed  with 
incredible  tropical  beauty  and  mild 
climate,  volcanoes.  takAand  lands  have 
come  together,  only  to  sikk  out  like  a 
Runuture  bakooy  to  the  spectacle  of  tbe 
occaa.  There,  ia  that  small  rectangle, 
lost  in  the  nup  of  the  Amcncas,  lives  a 
coDgotedpopulationof  human  beings- 
a crosabreed  of  Indian  and  Spanish  races- 
that  a now  struggling  in  search  of  a 
sohiiKM  ihai  surpasses  the  comradiciions 
ofourtocialor^mzauoa  Inihiscoumiy- 


thc  most  densely  populated  area  of  the 
continental  Amencan  lands-  one  feeb 
the  sensation  of  never  being  alone. 
Alongside  the  roads,  cotiagcsswarm  the 
area,  esiablbhing  the  human  element  as 
a panoramic  foc^  point.  Paradoxically, 
these  people  ore  beings  for  which  the 
flight  for  life  ta  takeoonagieat  spiritual 
loneliness.

Since  the  organization  and 
sustenance  of  the  country  depend 
primarilyonagricuJiurc.thc  land  problem 
b the  crux  in  the  struggle  for  social 
justice.  The  recent  land  refornu,  which 
were  implement  in  a desire  to  revise  the 
dbiributionofpropcrty,  still  need  lime  to 
be  implemented  in  an  orderly  fashion. 
Perhaps  this  will  be  possible,  when  the 
billemcsA  of  the  old  landowners  calm 
down,  and  when  the  new  farmer  enters 
intoanrqipicnitceship  with  the  new  forms 
ofproduciion,  currently  being  introduced. 

This  sketch  of  the  Salvador  people 
and  their  environment  still  lacks  many 
detaib  that  still  need  to  be  covered,  and 
raises  the  question  that  now  occupies  us:

The  Iraqi  military  machirK 
wiihin  a few  months  was  reduced  to  a 
regional  power.  The  infrasiructure  of 
Iraq  was  homhed  until  il  resembled  a 
prc*indusinuli/cd  nation.  Since  then, 
the  U.N.  has  kept  up  its  economic  em- 
bargo on  Ihc  renegade  nation.  In  those 
two  years,  the  Iraqi  people  havesuffered 
greatly  from  the  embargo  and  reponers 
have  been  quoted  saying  lhal  the  crfecb 
arcscencserywherc  ihroughoui  ihe  coun- 
try. This  does  not  sound  like  a couniry 
that  IS  a national  secunty  threat.

and  the  U.N.  has  done  vinuully  nothing. 


Why  does  the  U.N.  bomb  Iraq  for  infrac- 
iionsa^nsircsoluiionsandonlyverbally 
punish  bracl  for  breaking  inlcmalional 
law?  This  is  the  type  of  question  that 
Arab  members  of  the  coalition  will  ask. 

Members  of  the  Administration 
will  argue  lhai  ihcir  aim  is  lo  weaken 
Saddam  Hussein  miliuinly  and  politi- 
cally. They  arc  hoping  lhal  allied  attacks 
may  become  (he  catalyst  for  a popular 
upnsing  or  a military  coup  against  the 
dictator.

If  Hussein  goes  on  ignonng  the 
U.N  ftsoluiions,  do  we  keep  bombing? 
WtlliisiKxecd?  WhendowcMop?  Tbiv 
IS  the  problem  w nh  a non-objcciive  on- 
emed  foreign  policy.  Whaidowecvcn- 
lually  warn  in  Iraq-o  quieted  Saddam 
Huvvein  who  only  terron/es  Kurds  and 
Shiites?  His  removal?  An  Islamic  Fbn- 
damcnialisi  Shiic  replacement?  A new 
Kurdish  state  that  extends  into  puns  of 
Turkey  and  Iran?  Or  simply  a power 
vacuum? 

Are  recent  developments  in  the 
Gulf  more  imponani  that  the  Balkans? 
Certainly  the  Clinton  admintsirailon  will 
havcgrcaldifllcullydculingwithHuvscm 
if  the  war  in  the  Balkans  escalates  be- 
yond the  former  Yugoslavian  republics.
